■  On  the  16th  of  March,  1703,  the  ship  of  Capt.  Peter  Adolph 
of  New  York  foundered  on  Cape  Cod  reef  and  every  man  aboard  was 
drowned.  The  captain's  body  washed  ashore  near  Sandwich  and  the 
townspeople  buried  him  in  the  Old  Burial  Ground  and  placed  a 
fitting  monument  over  the  grave.  The  captain's  widow  was  so  grateful 
for  this  kindness  by  strangers  that  she  gave  the  town  a  bell,  cast  in 
Germany  in  1675.  For  60  years  it  hung  in  the  Parish  Church,  an- 
nouncing the  Sunday  worship  service  each  week.  Then  the  Town 
Fathers,  wishing  a  louder  bell,  sold  the  Peter  Adolph  bell  to 
Barnstable  where  it  hung  in  the  courthouse  lor  another  60  years.  It 
survived  a  fire  which  levelled  the  old  courthouse  and  was  transferred 
to  a  new  courthouse.  In  1872,  it  was  cracked  In  some  over-enthusiastic 
young  people  celebrating  July  4.  It  was  then  put  in  a  place  of  honor 
in  the  Barnstable  courthouse  until  Sandwich  dec  ided  it  wanted  back 
what  was  by  now  an  historic  relic.  After  a  number  of  deliberations, 
letters,  etc.,  the  Cape  Cod  Standard  Times  announced  in  the  fall  of 
1963  that  the  "Bell  Goes  Back  Home."  It  rests  now  in  the  Sandwich 
Federated  Church.  Perhaps  one  reason  it  has  survived  for  293  years 
can  be  found  in  its  German  inscription:  "If  God  be  for  us.  who  can  be 
against  us."

■  When  the  meeting  house  in  Hampstead,  N.H.,  was  built  in  1748, 
the  town  paid  the  minister's  salary,  repaired  the  meeting  house,  etc. 
By  1792,  however,  a  conflict  arose  as  to  the  merits  of  this  arrangement. 
The  Congregational  Society,  acting  independently,  undertook  these 
church  affairs.  This  generated  discontent.  In  1809,  Deacon  Timothy 
Huse  donated  a  Revere  bell  (made  by  Paul  Revere,  Jr.)  to  the  meet- 
ing house  "to  conciliate  all  parties."  But  he  included  the  stipulation 
that  the  bell  should  not  ring  for  any  denomination  but  the  Congrega- 
ional.  Partly  because  this  wish  wasn't  strictly  adhered  to,  the  Con- 
gregationalists  occupied  their  own  edifice  in  1837.  Thus,  the  bell  did 
contribute  to  this  final  settling  of  an  important  issue — though  its  in- 
scription proclaims  a  far  more  universal  function:  "The  living  to  the 
Church  I  call,  And  to  the  Grave  I  summon  all."     Stephen  Whitney 
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
